Camel cigarettes 
in ibis country sell for 20 cents. 
Instead of overcharging the boys 
Rev. Davidson says, the Y lost $15,* 
000 000 on the canteen.

The 
mass 
meeting held in the 
court house Tuesday night for the 
discussion of the proposed League 
of Nations, was attended by a large 
crowd, the criminal court room be­ 
ing filled to capacity. 
The meeting was called to ordei 
by C. M. Long, vice president of the 
Pettis county organization to pro­ 
mote ratification of the League of 
Nations. 
Dr. VV*. G. Beasley offer­ 
ed the invocation. 
Rev. R. L. Da­ 
vidson, chairman of the association 
and speaker of the evening, was in­ 
troduced by Mr. Long. 
The 
purpose 
of Dr. Davidson’s 
talk was to explain the proposed 
league covenant and certain arti­ 
cles therein, which have been mis­ 
understood by many people. 
Also, 
Dr. Davidson advanced several ar­ 
guments for the league that are 
most opposed by Senator Reed. He 
told of conditions by which he was 
surrounded while in France and of 
the hope, trust and faith placed by 
the French and English in Amer­ 
ica. 
He terms America the Moses 
of civilization who is to lead the 
oppressed nations from the bond­ 
age of militarism. He also says of 
the man who opposed the League 
of Nations: 
“He 
is 
either pur­ 
posely or unwittingly helping Ger­ 
many, because it took a league of 
nations 
to 
subdue her and this 
league will have to be carried on in 
greater form to keep her subdued.*’ 
In his usual genial way, Dr. Da­ 
vidson illustrated facts many times 
with humorous anecdotes. 
After his talk Dr. Davidson pre­ 
sented a resolution and proposed 
its adoption . The resolution was 
carried unanimously by a standing 
vote. 
The resolution was: 
“Whereas 
the war now brought to a victori 
ous close by the associated powders 
of the free nations of the world 
was above all else a war to end 
wars and protect human rights, 
“Therefore be it resolved that we 
advocate 
the 
establishment of a 
league of Nations. 
We believe 
that such a league should aim at 
promoting the liberty and progress 
and orderly development 
of 
the 
world. 
“Be it further resolved that we 
favor the entrance of the United 
States into such a league as may be 
adequate to safeguard 
the 
peace 
that has been won 
by 
the joint 
forces of allied nations. 
“Be it further resolved that cop­ 
ies of this resolution be sent to the 
president of the United States, the 
senators representing the state of 
Missouri 
at 
Washington 
and to 
Hon. W. IL Taft, president of the 
League to Enforce Peace, 130 West 
42nd street, New York city.” 
Dr. Beasley presented a resolu­ 
tion that no heed be taken to reso­ 
lutions presented our senators and 
representatives by German socie­ 
ties in America protesting the trea­ 
ty of peace and that such societies 
are insults to America. 
This res­ 
olution was also passed unanimous­ 
ly. 
Upon the request of Mr. Long 
for as many men who wTould or 
could, remain a few minutes after 
the meeting to write a short letter 
to the senators from Missouri, stat­ 
ing their personal 
views 
of 
the 
League of Nations and treaty of 
peace, about thirty men remained.
